The Office Action also stated that Species Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. §121 
to a specifically named cationic polyelectrolyte as listed in claims 4, 13, 22, 31, and 41. For 
continued prosecution in this application, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, chitosan. 
Claims 1-46 read on the elected species. 

The Office Action also stated that Species Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. §121 
to a specifically named medical device as listed in claims 5, 14, 23, 32, and 42. For continued 
prosecution in this application, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, a balloon catheter. 
Claims 1-46 read on the elected species. 

The Office Action also stated that Species Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. §121 
to a specifically named therapeutic agent as listed in claims 6-9, 15-18, 24-27, 33-36, and 43-44. 
For continued prosecution in this application, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, a 
polynucleotide encoding angiogenic agents. Claims 1-6, 9-15, 18-24, 27-33, 36-43, and 46 read 
on the elected species. 

The Office Action also stated that Species Restriction is required 35 U.S.C. §121 to a 
specifically named tissue as listed in claims 37 and 46. For continued prosecution in this 
application, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, a heart. Claims 28-46 read on the elected 
species. 
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Applicants retain the right to file a divisional application(s) directed to subject matter of 
the claims of non-elected groups and species.
